MRS. HAUPTMANN AND SON IN PARK 


Attempting to force an election for recall of Mayor A. T. 
Smith of San Clemente, Ridley Smith, Santa Ana attorney, 
acting for Wendell Lovell and other signers of the recall 
petition, today obtained a writ of mandamus against Wil¬ 
liam Holmes, San Clemente city clerk; Mayor Smith, and 
Councilmen Harry Tate, D. G. Kinney, Monroe Thurman and 
Earl von Bon Horst, returnable in department 3, superior 
court, at 2 p. m. Friday. 

The writ orders the city officials to show cause why a 
writ of sufficiency should not he 
affixed by the clerk to the recall 
petition, and why the council 
should not call an election. 

In his petition for the writ 
which was signed today by Pre¬ 
siding Judge James L. Allen, Mr. 

Lovell charges that on May 22 
the recall petition, with sufficient 
names attached, was filed with 
City Clerk Holmes for attachment 
of a writ of sufficiency. This 
certificate was not attached with¬ 
in the 15 days required by law, 
the petition charges. A certifi¬ 
cate, which did not comply with 
the law, was attached in its stead, 
it is alleged. 

Mr. Novell, who in his petition 
claims he is acting for himself and 
signers, charges that on June 18 
a written request for the proper 
certificate was filed with City 
Clerk Holmes, but that he refuses 
"to attach his certificate setting 
forth facts required by law" in 
connection with the proposed re¬ 
call. 

Additional accusations are con¬ 
tained in the petition which al¬ 
leges that on June 21 the council 
met with four members present, 

"a good and sufficient number '' 
act on the petition,” and "not¬ 
withstanding requirements of the 
law pertaining to recall of elective, 
officers — said council, by trick 
and device did vote two for and 
two against setting a date for the 
election, and did thereby fail, ne¬ 
glect and refuse to set said elec¬ 
tion as so required by law.” 

Mr. Lovell, in uring a writ of 
mandamus, informed the court 
that unless the election is called 
he will suffer from the conditions 
set forth in the recall petition, 
which included, among other 
charges, wasteful use of funds.

SAN FRANCISCO, Tuesday, 
June 25. I/P )—California will get 
about 5200,000,000 of the new four 
billion dollar Works Progress pro¬ 
gram the next 12 months, Frank 
Y. McLaughlin, SERA administra¬ 
tor, announced today. 

McLaughlin left this announce¬ 
ment to be made at a press con¬ 
ference he called today after his 
return from Washington, where 
he discussed the program with 
relief officials. He was called to 
Sacramento for a meeting with 
Gov. Merriam. 

Still Vague on Facts 

McLaughlin was still vague 
about such points as when the 
new WPA projects will get under 
way, when distribution of funds 
will get started, and what specific 
works will be undertaken. 

The allotment of about $200,- 
000,000 for California means this 
state will get about 5 percent of 
the federal work relief fund. 

"The yardstick," McLaughlin 
said in a press release, "for allo¬ 
cating the federal works fund is 
the percentage of needy unem¬ 
ployed in each state. California 
contains approximately 5 percent 
of the nation's unemployed on re¬ 
lief.” 

Work For Competent* 

McLaughlin’s assistants here 
stressed the federal ruling that; 
only competent persons would be j 
employed in the new WPA drive. 1

Luigi Mantagna, first of the 
modern rasslers, injected a fresh 
spirit into the mat game with his 
officiating at last night’s grap¬ 
pling show here.

(JF )—No matter what happens to¬ 
night when Joe Louis, "Brown’* 
Bomber” from Detroit, trains hit 
short, range punching fire on 
Primo Camera at the Yankee sta¬ 
dium, their box office appeal as¬ 
sures one of the biggest financal 
successes since pugilism took the 
country from old man depression. 

Camera will have an advantage 
of 63 % pounds over Louis. The 
Italian giant, a former titleholder, 
tipped the beam at 260 14 while the 
“Brown Bomber” weighed 196 on 
the official scales this afternoon. 

Favorable weather reports, 
coupled with extraordinary inter¬ 
est aroused throughout the coun¬ 
try by the most important mixed 
match in more than a decade of 
heavyweight activity, boomed the 
ticket sales. 

There was little chance of a sell¬ 
out for a park that can accom¬ 
modate close to 80,000, but it ap¬ 
peared more than 50,000 cash cus¬ 
tomers would contribute nearly 
$400,000 to see just how long it 
will take the youthful Negro, 
Louis, to bring down the 265- 
pound Italian giant. 

Set New High \ 

Such a turnout would dwarf the 
relatively small crowd, less than 
30,000 paid, which saw James J. 
Braddock take the heavyweight 
title from Max Baer two weeks 
ago. It would set a new "high” 
for a non - championship match 
since Jack Dempsey flattened Jack 
Sharkey in the same arena in 
1926. 

The odds appeared likely to be 
at least 2 to 1 in favor of Louis 
when the elans gather at the 
ringside. There was little Car- 
nera money in sight. Broadway 
shared the general belief of fis¬ 
tic experts and followers-at- 
large that the huge Italian is 
made to order for the deadly- 
punching Negro. 

Reports Camera would scale 
close to 265, considerably over his 
best fighting weight, did not lend 
any encouragement to his follow¬ 
ers. Despite his advantages in 
size, reach and experience, Primo’s 
chances of avoiding Louis' knock¬ 
out punch were not considered 
bright.

Despite their trimming on the 
Braddock-Baer thing two weeks 
ago they now rate the colored 
Detroit boy a 2 to 1 favorite over 
the Camera one. 

Just now we can't seem to get 
the enthusiasm needed to pick 
Louis a winner. According to all 
the best information the dusky 
one’s best punch is a six-inch 
right that deals death and de¬ 
struction to all who get in its 
way. 

For the life of us we can't see 
how the pride of Italy, with those 
belaying-pin arms of his, will let 
Louis get close enough to put in 
that fatal punch. Max Baer pun¬ 
ished the big boy, of course, but 
his attack is different; his arms 
are longer and he can fight at 
varied ranges. Louis is too inex¬ 
perienced, despite his impressive 
record of 18 knockouts, to equal 
Baer's style. 

If anyone offers you 2 to 1 put 
that spare dime on the Italian. 

One of the best reasons for that 
prediction, we feel, is that Louis 
would be a large sap to go up 
against Max Baer just now, and 
that is what the winner of this 
battle is expected to do in Sep¬ 
tember. Camera has very little to 
lose from a bout with Baer; Louis 
is distinctly a coming challenger 
and if he is wise he won't get 
himself laid low by the ex-title 
holder. A defeat by Camera, espe¬ 
cially a decision, which is how to¬ 
night's battle should turn out, 
won’t hurt him any a year hence 
when he will be a more logical 
pretender to the heavyweight 
throne.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. Jun« 
25. i/P>—President Roosevelt to- 
dav signed the navy appropriation 
bill providing a record peace-time 
fund for naval construction. 

The *460,000,000 bill carried 
among other things an appropri¬ 
ation for starting 24 new war¬ 
ships anrl for purchasing 555 air¬ 
planes. Of the pianos 282 are for 
replacements and 273 for out¬ 
right increases in the naval air 
strength in line with the navy's 
plan to have 2000 planes by 1942. 

The sum available for construc¬ 
tion of new warships was cut from 
$29,380,000, as asked by the navy 
department, to $20,690,000.

DRILL TEAM 
ENTERTAINED 
AT LUNCHEON 


It is a self-evident fact that any¬ 
thing which disturbs the normal 
relations of the individual members 
of the body to each other, or of a 
group of organs to the general sys¬ 
tem very soon destroys the equi¬ 
librium of the natural processes. 
Then we are confronted by a dif¬ 
ferent setup in physiological rela¬ 
tions and to meet these new condi¬ 
tions we must make new pro¬ 
visions. 

This is the whole province of 
the special promotion of health as 
"professed” by medical men or 
healers of any kind. The normal 
wants of the system are provided 
by a great class of substances we 
call foods. 

It should be apparent that in the 
case of sickness, the selection and 
preparation of the material by 
which the body is to be most ade¬ 
quately and easily nourished is 
really of more importance than the 
medicine that may be prescribed. 

Get Liquid Foods 

Since all food must be reduced 
to liquid form before absorption 
can take place, it is wise to ar¬ 
range that food should be pre¬ 
pared in liquid form when im¬ 
paired conditions of the organs 


dial, or merely restorative. The 
nutritive drink must, of course, 
contain food in some form, the 
first on the list being milk. Since 
milk contains all the elements to 
meet the normal requirements of 
the organs and tissues, we need 
have no fear of mal-nutrition so 
long as no ultra condition foroes 
a change. 

It is usually given raw and the 
system accepts and assimilates it 
in most cases without dfficulty. 
Heating the milk will separate cer¬ 
tain parts of the fluid and changes 
its taste; this is sometimes ad¬ 
visable. 

Other forms of liquid foods, such 
as grain gruels, may be added to 
milk and sometimes it is used as a 
medium in which to administer 
stimulents. There are a number 
of ferments that can be added to 
mijk to assist a feeble digestion. 
In this way, it is possible to use 
limewater, bicarbonate of soda, 
eggs, a small amount of bread or 
potato.

The heirs, Mrs. Mabel B. But¬ 
ler and Miss Helen Brown, daugh¬ 
ters, W. Grant Brown, son, and 
his wife, Mrs. Pansy Dawson 
Brown, had sought removal of Mr. 
Kelley and Mr. Breiner on the 
charge that they were unfitted to 
serve. The heirs asserted the 
trustees’ interest and holdings of 
the W. T. Brown Estate, Inc., and 
their duties, Mr. Kelley as gen¬ 
eral manager and Mr. Breiner as 
bookeeper for the Brown-Dauser 
Lumber company, would subject 
them to conflicting duties and ex¬ 
pose them to temptation to act 
contrary to the best interests of 
the beneficiaries. 

In his will, the late Mr. Brown 
named Mr. Kelley, Mr. Breiner, his 
widow, Mrs. Alice B. Brown, Hel¬ 
en Brown and Katherine McGill 
trustees of a trust created with 
half his holdings. Mr. Brown and 
Mr. Breiner also were named co¬ 
executors of the estate to serve 
with the widow. 

Prior to opening of yesterday’s 
hearing, Mr. Kelley tendered his 
resignation as trustee and con¬ 
testants centered their effors on 
unseating Mr. Breiner. In his rul¬ 
ing reinstating Mr. Kelley, 
Judge Moncur held that the late 
Mr. Brown was well acquainted 
with both trustees as they had 
been trusted employes for many 
years before his death. He said 
it was evident that the former 
lumberman and rancher desired 
their services to the family to con¬ 
tinue after his death and it was 
not his intention to go against 
this expressed wish.

Estimated rev¬ 
enue for the junior college, in¬ 
cluding $53,826 from the state,

200 in taxes from the school dis¬ 
trict, totals $133,959. 

In the preliminary budget it is 
estimated it will cost $.340,425.80 
to operate the high school next 
year. Estimated revenue for the 
high school is .8.319,104, which does 
not include $2,307.91 received from 
Costa Mesa in payment for stu¬ 
dents who attended Santa Ana 
High school in 1930-’.31. 

The sum of $270,547.50 is in¬ 
cluded in the budget for opera¬ 
tion of the grammar schools find 
estimated ‘ncome from the various 
sources of revenue is expected to 
total $294,066. 

Few Changes Made 
A minimum of changes was 
made in the original budget esti¬ 
mate drawn tip by School Auditor 
Charles Webber. $200 being added 
to the fund set aside to send repre¬ 
sentatives to the National Educa¬ 
tion association convention, mak¬ 
ing the present total $1,000. In

WINTER IN TAOS, by Mabel 
Dodge Luhan. 

The beauty of winter is given 
us as the backdrop for the whole 
year. Mrs. Luhan shows us the 
rich procession of the seasons In 
one of America’s loveliest places. 

The narrative begins and ends 
with the quiet winter of Taos. In 
the course of her story, the author 
remembers and tells about the 
whole round of activities in New 
Mexico. She brings us the coun¬ 
try’s changing look and smell and 
taste. We are made to know the 
people who live there, of house¬ 
hold duties and pleasures, of cattle 
and summer drought and sudden 
storm, of tourists, ancient ways, 
festivals. In the middle of this 
musing record, one discovers a 
woman of taste and feeling who 
has been intent upon making her 
small part of the world warm and 
liveable. In a special sense, Mrs. 
Luhan has taken Voltaire’s advice 
about cultivating one’s own back¬ 
yard. 

It is an inspiration for the city 
dweller to read of the ordered 
calm existence lived by the people 
in this book. The reader feels 
that he has shared entirely the 
light and somber moods of a new 
and friendly house. 

I, CLAUDIUS, by Robert Graves. 

It is surprising that the Em¬ 
peror Claudius has never before 
been made the hero of a biographi¬ 
cal novel. Not only is one of the 
few really lovable Romans of whom 
we have detailed historical record, 
but no other lived through such 
fantastic experiences as he did. 
This magnificent reconstruction of 
the grandeur and folly and vlle- 
ness of early Imperial Rome may 
at least make Claudius’ name as 
familiar as that of any of his 
sinister relatives. 

The writing is simple and vivid 
There is a constant variety of 
scene—palace, law-court, amphi- i 
theater, Senate House, temple or 
library at Rome. It takes in also

Cheerful news for farmers was 
received today by the farm ad¬ 
visor’s office here. 

The best May prices since 1929 
were reported for beef cattle, veal, 
calves, hogs, sheep and other farm 
commodities, according to a report 
from the Giannini Foundation of 
the University of California. 

The report said beef cattle sold 
at $7 per 100 pounds as compared 
to $4.40 in May, 1934; hogs at 
$8.20, compared to $3.55; veal 
calves, $7.80 as against $5.40; and 
sheep, $3.50 as* compared to $3.20. 
Lambs dropped from $7.20 to 
$6.50. 

Barley, wheat, oats and com 
also experienced increases. Butter 
producers received 27 cents as 
compared to 21 cents for May, 
1934, while egg prices rose from 
14.8 to 23 cents a dozen.

TAXING THE BIG INCOMES 

S ENATOR BORAH not only has placed timely support 
behind President Roosevelt’s program for heavier tax¬ 
ation of the nation's swollen incomes, but he also has 
made some timely and pertinent comment on the reason’s 
why these taxes should be levied. 

Answering some of Huey Long's recent “share-the- 
wealth” utterances, Borah points out that the theory 
behind the taxes is not one of “sharing the wealth” at all, 
but rather “a sound proposal to readjust out tax laws in 
the light of our stupendous expenditures.” 

Neither, he added, is there any justification for label¬ 
ing it a “soak-the-rich” plan. The sales tax has not been 
advanced as a “soak-the-poor” measure but rather to raise 
needed revenues. 

The Idaho senator calls Mr. Roosevelt’s recommenda¬ 
tions “not only sound economically, but sound morals.” 
He predicts that if “the taxes are wisely laid, such a pro¬ 
gram will be more conducive to recovery than the reckless 
voting of bonds and the increase of the interest burden.” 

It is simply a case that the United States is finding 
it necessary to expend vast sums. It is wise to raise as 
much of these as possible by taxes as we go along. Justice 
and equity require that those citizens of small income 
contribute in a minor way, those of comfortable income 
in considerably larger measure, those of excessively large 
income in magnified proportion. This is sane and sensible 
and, as Senator Borah adds, sound morals. Whether it 
can be done in the present session of congress, as he 
advises, or should go over to the next session for further 
study, is one of those questions that must be settled by 
the congressional leaders. But that it must be done rea¬ 
sonably soon the American people are pretty generally 
agreed.

The conviction among the inside 
leaders that Hoover has his eye 
on next year’s banner is based 
on the large representation of 
"Hoover men” at the gathering.

Beyond drawing up a feeble protest and 
appealing to the League the Chinese resign themselves to 
their fate.

For 25 years, since the overthrow of the Manchu 
empire and the founding of the shadowy republic, the 
Chinese have been torn asunder by the throes of civil war. 

Centrifugal forces have disrupted controls. Legitimate 
business has been harried to distraction by hordes of 
legalistic parasites. Brigandage is rampant throughout 
the land. Orderly civil processes, in many sections, have 
long since been suspended and whole populations have 
reverted to barbarism. The impacts of western aggressors 
have tended to break down age-old restraints—family and 
social controls, religious ties, bonds of hoary tradition. 

Newer motivations have not yet taken root. Nothing 
seems to stir the Chinese soul but numbing fears at the 
dire prospect ahead. 

If this condition had obtained at the time of the 
Boxer uprising, 1900, nothing could have hindered the 
partition of the empire among the imperialistic powers of 
the west. The greedy nations hesitated, appalled at the 
magnitude of the task before them. Their attention was 
diverted by the World War and the glittering opportunity 
passed away, never to return. 

Within the last 25 years something new has arisen in 
the Far East, directly challenging the white man’s su¬ 
premacy. That is Japanese imperialism. The lesson of 
force and ruthless exploitation has been too well learned 
and the white man sees the handwriting in the glowing 
banners of Nippon. Curtains are falling on European po¬ 
litical control in the Orient. In the danger of determined 
Japanese aggression the powers won’t even bother with 
protests. They will excuse themselves, save their faces as 
best they can, and leave China to her fate. 

And this is well. The Japanese have demonstrated 
marvelous ability in catching the stride of modern prog¬ 
ress. Their leadership in the Orient will mean peace and 
commercial expansion. The impetus to world-wide trade 
should profoundly affect the entire civilized race of men.

SANCTITY OF TREATIES 

W E HEAR much these days of the violation of treaties, 
the unilateral disregard of solemn agreements, the 
flouting of sacred covenants. With such charges against 
their neighbors, dictators are rushing their forces to¬ 
gether. Violation by one party is deemed sufficient excuse 
for similar action by other parties. 

There is a principle in common law that an agreement 
made under duress or constraint has no binding force. 
Contracts must rest on the assumption that all parties 
entering therein do so from their own choice and not from 
external compulsion. The world is wretchedly slow in 
looking at treaties in the same manner. 

Treaties are only contracts or agreements among na¬ 
tions, by which they promise or consent to do or not do 
certain things. When the parties thereto have been en¬ 
gaged in a long and exhaustive war, and the victors 
impose terms on the vanquished, the mere enforced signa¬ 
tures to certain documents do not constitute a real treaty. 
It may be a penalty or a compulsion or a shackle, but it 
is no true agreement, since there has been no mutuality of 
sympathy, concern or interest. This is essentially the rea¬ 
son why wars never settle anything except the obvious 
question as to which power or powers possessed the great¬ 
est military strength. Such enforced contracts must neces¬ 
sarily break down when the conditioning terms thereof 
have altered. The settlement at Vienna, 1815, and those 
at Versailles, 1919, as well as all other such impositions, 
always rest on unstable foundations. The force which 
imposed them must be constantly alert to maintain them. 
To speak of the sanctity of such bonds is foolish; their 
very form and content contain the seeds of violation. 
Only between equals can sacred treaties be drawn.
